War U • Curse. 


•'.To'justify war in-the minds of the great mass of people is a 


difficult undertaking: A nation, like an individual, has the 
right to defend itself against attack, and there may be circum- 
s'tai]ces,which, warrant the waging of war as an aggressor, but 
lheseVare.,:rare;a'nd war as an element in human experience is 
sbmethingvto be dreaded and guarded against to the utmost. 
.< But there are those who claim that war is essential to the 
fullest development of the human race; that it brings out the 
best-there is in men, that it stimulates the spirit of self-sacri- 
iice'ahd'the readiness to.sacrificc for others and for great prin- 
ciples,,aiid who contend that the world owes-a large share of 
its advancement to war. 


Arguments can be adduced in support of this theory, as they 


can be in support of any theory, yet the great bulk'of mankind 
is convinced that war is a hardship and a curse, in spite of the 
fact that great good has come from some of the, wars of his- 
tory. The question is whether the same ends could not have 
been achieved in other and .better ways if men had not blindly 
given way to animal passions and insisted upon dealing with 
each.other like beasts of prey. 


And then there are those who argue that war is necessary to 


keep the world from becoming'over-populated. They assert 
that in the absence of war the population of the earth would 
increase until the time would come when the products of the 
soil would not be sufficient to support all of the human family, 
and what a dreadful slate of things that would be, to be sure. 


All such talk is foolish in the extreme. Instead of preaching 


war'men should banish it and resolve to go forward like intel- 
ligent beings, developing the resources of the earth in peace 
and by methods which would result in contentment and hap- 
piness rather than bloodshed and tears. 


.In some parts of the country men are calling for the protec- 


tion of game birds because these birds eat certain insects that 
molest the farmers' crops. Perhaps they do, but it will prob- 
ably be a long time before sportsmen are forbidden (o shoot 
quail and partridge during the open season. 
And in most 


fields partridge and quail arc not plentiful enough to keep 
down the insects to any great extent. The hunters will tell 
you that. 


Dr. Nansen of Norway, former minister lo Great Britain, is 


telling his country that it ought to be better prepared for war, 
and that it is practically in as dangerous a position as Belgium. 
But Norway is a small country, and if might is to make right 
she might as well throw up the sponge as to attempt to arm 
sufficiently against the great powers'of Europe. 


President Wilson is now pursuing the policy of "walchfril 


waiting" with reference to the European turmoil, and if it 
works as well as it did in the case of Mexico all will be well. 
He will be ready to move for peace when the time comes, but 
realizes that to do this prematurely would be worse than use- 
less. 
. 


• Press and people everywhere are treating the appeal of the 
railroads for more considerate treatment more kindly than 
they did at one time. It is coming to be realized that adversity 
for the railroads and prosperity for business do not travel 
hand in hand.
